From Air. Henry Klliott's report on tho 


condition of aflaiM in the 
territory of 


\laskft, tho following new facts in regard to 
seals are extracted.

'The male fur seal at the ago of six or 


seven years is described as nn animal that 
will measure (six and one half to seven and 
one quarter feet in length from tip of nosa 
,o end of tail, and weigh at least four hun- 
dred and sometimes as much perhaps as six 


idvfid pounds. The head, in compari- 


son with the immense thick 
neck and 


shoulders, 'seems to be disproportionately 
.mail, but as we come to examine it wa find 
tbat it is mosllv all occupied by the brain: 
the light frame work of the skull sup- 
ports an expressive pair of huge bluish- 
liazel 
eyes, 
and a 
muzzle and 
jaws 


of nenrlv tho same size find form ob- 
served in" any Newfoundland dog. with the 
difference of having no flabby, hanging lips; 
Lbo upper lips support a white and yellow- 
ish gray moustache, long and luxuriant,com- 
posed of heavy stiff bristles.

ar hand;] aro a pair of dark bluish-black Hip- 
pers, about eight or ton inches broad.

shape of the flipper is strikingly like a hu- 
man foot, providing the latter wore drawn

flippers being gathered up after every second 
stop forward. 
Those fore feef. are tho pro- 


jelling power when in water,! bo hinder ones 
joing used as rudders chiefly. 


The females or cows, like the males, vary 


much in weight, but are much lighter, only 
weighing from eighty to one hundred and 
twenty pounds. The strong contrast be- 
Lvsen'tho mains and females in size and 
shape is lightened by the air of exceeding 
poaeo and amiability which tho latter class 
Exhibit, They are from four to four and a 
aalf feet iu length from head to tail, and 
much more shapely in their proportions 
Limn the male, tho nock and shoulder being 
not near so fat and heavy.in proportion to 
the posteriors.

DEATH OF 11EV. L P. AVHITE, D. D. 


Dr. Whito was by birth an Englishraau. 


Ho wan educated at Gaiubrulge, and was 
prepared for tho ministry by Iho dean of 
Peterborough. Early in life he had charge 
of a parish in the Isle of Jerse)-, where hfl 
preached alike in French and English, to 
the little congregations that gathered to hear 
him. 
Subsequently ha moved to Canada, 


•where he bad a garish twelve miles from 
Montreal, and from there he waa called to 
the 
cathedral of Montreal, where 
he 


belt! the 
ofiico 
of cauou at the' time 


that 
ho was called to 
the rectorship 


of 
Trinity 
church, 
Newport. 
He 


* first became known here at the time of a 


visit that he made to tho Itey. Dr. Balch, 
who was residing titlua cstiito across tbe 
beach. The Episcopal sonvontiou was in 
session horo at that time, and Canon "White 
was then introduced to the clergy of the 
diocese. 
During his stay ho preached once 


in Trinity church, in response to tho invita- 
tion of the rector. 
The following' Spring 


there was a vacancy in the rectorship of 
Trinity church, through the _resignation of 
llev. Mr. Black, and in the course of the 
Summer n unanimous call was sent to Canon 
"White to take charge of tho parish. 
After 


due consideration, he accepted tho call in 
the Autumn. 
His first sermon 
at) rector 


was preached on the third Sunday in Advent 
ISM, and bis last sermon was preached 
from the same test, though it was not the 
same sermon, on the third Sunday in Ad- 
vent, 1375—hia 'ministry having o:;tended 
over exactly nine yearn. 


Snch, in brief, ifi the history of the Itov. 


Dr. White's connection with Trinity chuix-h. 
Ho camo among us, as it were, almost a 
stranger; hp knew little or nothing of our 
ways, and wo had little or no knowledge of 
'his habits of thought, other than what might 
diave been gathered from Ins ono sermon, 
•which he preached under some disadvant- 
ages, he being ill on .that day. But there 
was confidence on both sides, and it is a 
satisfaction now to reilcct that in no one 
thing wa« that confidence misplaced. From 
the day that he entered upon his duties, 
pastor and people have worked together 
with one hand and ono mind. Ho found 
the church divided on Borne questions, but 
all divisions wore 
quickly swept away. 


There was work to bo done, an abmulamie 
of it- he corjld hear nor think of auglit else, 
and to his way of seeing and thinking ho 
soon led his people. 
. Turn back to thoiso days nino years aj^o 
.and flee what has 'been accomplished since. 
Look at the venerable church, not only pre- 
served from further decay, but restored and 
decorated. 
IteculL tho confmcd, ill-arranged 


and badly located school-house, relic of the 
last century, in which the handful of Sim- 
•day-school scholars sat on bard seats and 
gazed at whitewashed walls, and think of 
:the beautiful chapel that lias since been 
erected and dedicated, not only for tho use 
of the Sunday-Bchool, but also for week-day 
.services, and then try io number tbe little 
•ones who gather there, striving to excel in 
•their studies and to merit his approval, who 
'was to them as a father. 
There waa not a 


'child in the parish that ho could not call 
^y 
name 
and 
give 
his 
or 
her 


•exact status. He know them all and loved 
them all, and they were equally fond of him. 
At hia call they gladly left their play lo 
•practice singing by the 
hour—a class BO 


large that it would have formed a school of 
itself. 
There was no reward held out,other 


than the incentive to do right; no stronger 
influence used than that of love. For each 
there was "a kindly word, and it always 
seemed to be tho right one, £tbo ono exactly 
suited to the ease. 
And so the Sunday- 


school grew until it embraced every chikl in 
the parish,and more would have been added, 
for there were frequent applications, but 
seats there were none in the church, groally 
to the distress of him who sympathized with 
the little ones in all their wants. 


.Nor, in his interest in the Sunday school, 


did Dr. White forget what was .due lo the 
half grown, the youths who were coming 
forward, and who, in tho order of thing!!, 
would ere long take tho place of their ddors. 
These young men and lads, encouraged by 
their pastor, and with him as their head 
formed a guild for mental and moral im. 
:provoment and for mission work. They have 
had their stated meetings, in which all have 
taken part, and tod*y there ia a building on 
tho Taint fast drawing to its completion, 
.raised by contributions solicited by these 
young men, mid which is to bo used as a 
mission station. They had found work for 
their hands in that section, had hired a 
room, furnished, warmed and lighted it, and 
there for months on alternate Sunday even- 
ings, services have boon held by Dr. \Vhito, 
for the benefit of those, who, until this sla- 
•lion was established, had not for years, if 
•thoy had over before, entered a place of 
worship. 
Tho now chapel—St. John by tho 


'Sea—is to be ror.dy for use in ft few \ve,eks, 
and then it was to bo opened with nn appro- 
priate service. 


It is thus that Dr. While labored, 
lie 


knew no rest. 
His work was all mapped 


out for the day and for the week. Tho Hick, 
tho poor, the distressed and alllictcd wore 
nil present in his thoughts; and in bin last 
nieknoss, in the intervals of bis miffrringtv 
ho expressed tho greatest anxioty tlmt the 
poor, through his illness, should not bo do- 
privod of thoir Ohrislr.'.as gifts.
